An ihterestlng report from ibe pen 
of Mr Clandot, of the ABBuy Office, 
pnbliahod in the last Qovernment 6a- 
zette, with regard to the Cherry Creok 
silver vein io HUggosiive of what atcps 
ought to be taken by the Government 
to Qevelop iVic tniuorivl rosources of the 
colony. The present minicg season it» 
rapicll}- on the wane, and beiore thu 
advent of the nest wo ■« ii-.iJ proHS 
strongly on llio attention of tbo Gov . 
eminent the iicccs.-iiy scniling out 
early in Iho Fjjrinj^' un ojspioring party 
"with a good geoKigint and mineralogist 
at its Load to esiirnino tlio niOHt likely 
rofrions of mineral woiikli ; but lot a 
thorough, accomnlished goologist be 
placed in coininund, and not a more 
charlatan, and, it' considered necoasary, 
a few jinictical minors niiglit bo asso- 
ciated with him, but with, lor llio eu- 
promo hoad, a ".'icionLitic geologist and 
mineralogist." The boncfi!, of this 
course has been cviticed in California, 
where Professor Whitney and atafi 
•bavo boon engaged for some years 
past in a geolo^^ical survey of that 
State, the first part of whoso report 
appeared a few months ago, issued by 
the State Government for distribution 
,ab a more nominal cof*t, in two 
TolamoB, beautifully got up and illus- 
trated. The nature of the work done 
by tho survey is far more extensive 
tlian anything wo would either advo- 
cate or effect here, including as it does 
a complete collection, illustrative of 
the Zoology, Botany, i'ji jjnology, ko., 
of that country, as woll as its Geoli.gy 
and Minoralogy. Wo could, liowovtr, 
accompliBh a minoralogioul tno, whit;li 
for tho prosont is Iho pioasing want, 
and that without any groat cxpon- 
diluro. Wo would suggo^t a reference 
to tho Government School of Minos, 
Jcrmyn atroct, whore thoro aronnmor- 
ous enihu3iam;c students who have a 
reputation to ranko, many of whom 
would gladly voluntoor for this field, 
in which rich laurels in tho cause ol 
science are to be won. Without, how- 
ever, wishing to traflio in professional 
enthusiasiD, tho small expense of a 
OOmmonBarato salary to sncli a man 
would bo soon amply repaid by tno 
results. The advantage of such an 
undertaking would bo immense, not 
only as regards the diaoovory of nou 
Bourooa of wealth, but would tend lu 
show whci-'j CMO'tal might be 
ju(Iieioll^ly exp'-'ii led, arid ^epros^ 
many buljblo tiU'^oului ioorf, wliicli, 
unfortunately, fruia ihoir numbei 
in times g(;i.io pa t, have contri 
butod r ot a liiLlo t i (lanuigo tho ropu 
tatiou of tin; colony abroad. All 
BCienlifii men are no\y looking for- 
ward with much inloro.t to tho futur- 
of this colony, believing from tho light 
of soioDOO that rich silver veins mus* 
be sooner or later discovered, as 
Humboldt, an observer who was rarely 
mistaken, speaking of Mexico in his 
book on " New Spain, states as hix 
belief" that the silver veins of Moaioo 
arei merely the washings of rich vein^ 
that would one day be found in the 
North." Tho country la denr^olj 
wooded and a difficult ono to pruspoci 
and tho mining season short, Imt- Btill 
a great deal might bo done by n skillod 
pbBervatioD ; and wo hnj)o that some 
scheme of thi^ kind may bo matured 
through which prosporiiy may dawn 
on tho counuy, rendering iho admin, 
iHtration of ailuirb less irksome to the 
Government and more satiafaolory tc 
every ono. 

Letter from New Aichaiigcl, 

(From our Ilogular Correspondent.) 



.Ni:\v Archangel, Sitka, ) 
Aii-ii.st 12lb, 1867. \ 
EiiiToit iMtrnsii Coi,oN'isT : — Sitka 
Island is about 20u miles long and 50 or 
00 in brcadtli. JS'ew Aichuiigel, tho capi- 
tal of all [lii.ssian America, is situated at 
tho south end of the island, on a magnifi- 
cent bay nearly land-Iookcd, and furnishes 
the boat harbor for shipping in the new 
territory, i{ being Impossible for ships to 
winter unj further nortb, owing to tho 



fierce gales that sweep the coast during 
tho winter months. To this port all tho 
RuEsiac Fur Company's vessels resort for 
shelter^' and|_seourit; ^during thkti season, 
and hero the whalers from all parts of tlio 
Arctic Seas used to como to refit, get 
supplies and winter until they found they 
could not got what they required (the 
Russian Fur Compauy often being short 
tlieniselvcs,) when they had to go else 
where The noble bay was never known 
to frnezo up. Its greatest depth ia 60 
faihoiiia. There is a noble future before 
it. Tho Atucricans will make it tho capi 
tal of the new territory, as it always has 
been for tho Russians. Sublime scenery 
abounds, and snow capped moan tains tower 
in sullen mnjcsty hundreds of feet above 
the level of the sea. There is plenty of 
game, such as doer, hour, grouse, par- 
tridges and prairie chickens. The In-, 
diaua sell cheap. I bought a fine deer for 
five roubles (leather, 80 conts in coin.) 
There is also abundance of strawberries, 
hnckelberries niid salmonberries, and all 
kinds of fish; fish are a 'drug.' Tho 
finest salmon are given to tho hogs. 
There are also gardens where are raised 
most kinds of vcgetahles. Firewood 
costs a mere trille. Splendid salmon can 
1)0 had for taking them from the wharf. 
A man that is fond of fish can live cheaper 
here than in any part of the world I have 
been in. 

There ia a good library in the Lutheran 
Church of English, Russian, French, Ger- 
man and Spanish books. The books of 
eaeh language are kept separate. Mr. 
IjGgebil, the librarian, told mo the Com- 
pany sent 5,000 voh. from here a short 
lime ngo, back to St. Petersburg. Mr. 
Liigebil is the Company's interpreter ; he 
also ollieiates in the i,utlieran Church in 
llio alisciieo of its regular minister. The 
!']np;lisli part of tho library has some 
standard works ; also the Edinburfi;h, 
Westminster and North Britiah Reviews, 
lilaekwood's IMiigaziiio and London Re- 
views- iSo charge is made by the librar- 
ian for any books a person may wish to 
take out. The library is ojien twice a 
week from l2 to 1 o'cloek ; but he tells 
mo there are only 15 or 20 who take out 
hooks. The Russiau ladies (God bless 
tlicm,) I hear are well educated. In 
walking by their houses of an evening a 
person can hear the most enchaniiiig 
innsie IVoiii their pianoes, and if it bo true 
what (JoMgreve Bays ia his "Monrning 
Bride,'' that 

■■ Mnslo hath cbarmi to aooth tbe saTags breast, 
To soften roclcs or bend a knottod oak," 

there onght not to be hard rock or knot- 
led oak in New Archangel. It would 
lake some other pen than mine to do jus 
tice to tlic ladies. All I can say is, tell 
your bachelor friends who think of coming 
tins way tluy need not be in a hurry to 
' pop tho question ' until they first come 
hero. Not understanding Russian is no 
obstacle, as proposals can be made 
through an interpreter. 

1 will call thu attention of all whom it 
may concern that the Russian weights are 
not so much as the English or Araericau. 
10 lbs. Russian are only 9 lbs. ; 50 lbs. in 
our weigh's is sometimes over 54 Russian 
Ihs. Tlieir hay and liquid measures are 
less, much less, than ours. 

A few weeks a^o a large ship with an 
unpronounceable name, from Hamburgh, 
belonging to the Ru.ssian Fur Company 
and loaded with supplies, came into port. 

As soon as possession is taken of tho 
country by the Americans I will writo 
you again. CAIILOW. 

P. S. — No game came to town until 
after the departure of the Fidelitcr. 
Fresh eggs sell for three leather roubles 
per doz. The Russians havo several hay 
ranches on this island. They are storing 
it for the winter. Now potatoes and cab- 
bage are coming into market. Weather 
fine and pleasaut with a little rain occa- 
sionally.
